On the shopping list for budget-minded consumers: 
groceries, gas— and a new flat-panel TV? 

Shelling out hundreds of dollars on a TV is hardly wal- 
let-friendly, but LCD and plasma sets have been flying 
off the shelves all year, with some retailers saying sales are 
better now than they were during the holiday season. 

Retail experts say the boob tube boomlet stems in part 
from dramatic price-slashing by retailers who are trying 
to undercut the competition and need to move mer- 
chandise to make room for newer, snazzier models. The 
recent transition by broadcast stations to digital signals 
also brought out droves of shoppers who used the dead- 
line as motivation to replace their outdated TVs.

But there’s also a recession twist: Some indus- 
try watchers say that people are upgrading their 
TVs because they’re spending more time at 
home during the economic downturn. 

Could the recession be turning people into 
couch potatoes? 

“Consumers are increasingly using the home 
as a place to look for entertainment,” said 
Riddhi Patel, an analyst at research firm ISuppli 
Corp. ‘And TV becomes the main medium. ... 
People are saying instead of taking trips during 
the summer, they may as well stay at home and 
buyaTV” 

Like many others, Fidel Rubalcaba, 41, and 
his family have cut expenses lately, forgoing 
boating excursions and motorcycle trips to the 
desert. 

“It’s the middle of June; normally we’d have 
gone boating three or four times,” he said last 
month. “This year, it’s none.” Still, the pool 


maintenance worker said he was tempted 
to buy a new TV as he checked out a 55-inch 
Samsung LCD model with LED backlighting 
on sale for $2,700 at a Best Buy in Culver City, 
Calif, this month. 

Although the TV would be a pricey purchase, 
“in the long run, by not doing as many activities 
as we used to, it will pay for itself,” Rubalcaba 
said. 

Locally Angel Green-Cholke, of Park Forest, 
noted she and her husband have been more 
inclined to “staycation” rather than leave town. 
She said she has been watching more TV since 
last winter: “More reality TV and a lot of com- 
edies, like the Cosby family I think it gives me 
a sense of an escape.” 

“My husband and I kind of stay in and don’t 
go out as much,” said Green-Cholke, 32. “We 
are either renting a video or watching TV” 

While Green-Cholke said she hasn’t bought 


a new TV recently, shipments of new fiat-panel 
TVs in the U.S. and Canada totaled 7.8 mil- 
lion units in the first three months of the year, 
according to ISuppli, an increase of 17.3 percent 
from the same period last year. The research 
firm said that, starting in April, TVs 32 inches 
and smaller have been in short supply 

Many shoppers are choosing less expensive 
TV models and value brands, Patel said. TVs 
priced at less than $1,000 are doing especially 
well. 

Wal-Mart, the world’s largest retailer overall, 
has expanded its selection of flat-panel sizes 
and brands during the last few years to meet 
demand, spokeswoman Melissa O’Brien said. 

“Even in a down economy, enhancing home 
entertainment has been important for the pub- 
lic,” O’Brien said. 

Other retailers have launched similar efforts 
to attract customers. At Best Buy stores, lower- 


priced TVs are prominently displayed. Target has 
been advertising its deals in weekly circulars. 

Patrick Finnegan, a home theater specialist 
at the recently opened Best Buy store on the 
Magnificent Mile, said he has noticed more 
people buying high-definition sets. 

“I think people would rather stay in and 
watch a movie instead of go out to a movie the- 
ater,” said Finnegan, who has been a Best Buy 
employee for 2 V2 years. “I have spoken to a few 
consumers about it, and I had that sense about 
a year ago. I have worked for a couple differ- 
ent Best Buys and have seen {an increase in TV 
sales} all over.” 

Finnegan noted that the digital TV transi- 
tion deadline in June drove customers into the 
store to buy new TVs rather than converter 
boxes. That same motivating factor applied to 
buyers around the country After waiting years 
for TV prices to drop, Lee Stern found himself

The good neighbor

The scene: Not too long ago, a friend 
who recently moved to the Southport 
Corridor area was lamenting the lack 
of good neighborhood dining options 
within walking distance of her new 
home. She acknowledged that there 
was no shortage of good bar food (the 
street’s bursting with places to grab 
a burger and a beer) and casual cof- 
fee and ice cream spots. But beyond 
that, options were few. Couldn’t I 
recommend something other than 
the always-crowded Tango Sur for din- 
ner or Ann Sather for brunch? I was 
stumped, 

A few weeks later, my answer 
appeared: Fianco, The little Italian 
place popped up in the space that was 
previously home to Winston’s Market, 
Market owner Jerry Winston is also 
behind Fianco, but this new spot, a 
casual neighborhood bistro, is a com- 
plete reconcept, 

Winston changed up the space, 
creating a stripped-down dining room 
with white butcher paper-covered 


tables and stark black-and-white pho- 
tos on the exposed brick walls. But 
most notably, he brought in chef 
Matt Troost, who’d been at the 
Peninsula Chicago for less than a 
year after moving to town from Ryan 
Hardy’s award-winning farm-to-table 
restaurant, Montagna, at the Little 
NeU in Aspen, Colo, 

The cuisine: Troost’s approachable 
Italian brunch menu is designed with 
the neighborhood in mind. There’s 
something for everyone, from blue- 
berry muffin pancakes ($9), which are 
denser and slightly less sweet than typ- 
ical pancakes, to a meat omelet ($10) 
that puts that “meat lover’s” omelet 
at your corner diner to shame with a 
sophisticated mashup of bacon, lamb 
sausage, pancetta, green garlic and 
provolone. Above all, entree prices are 
almost mind-bendingly reasonable, 
topping out at $10, 

If you like to start sweet, Troost has 
your number. Some brunch dishes 
border on dessert, including the ama- 
retto-soaked pannetone French toast 



($8) with walnuts, candied orange zest 
and mint, and the paper cones of hom- 
boloni ($9), or litde doughnuts served 
with fresh berries and vanilla-bourbon 
gelato, with espresso-chocolate sauce 
for dipping.

Nothing to love about ‘Beth Cooper’ 


It’s the ultimate geek confession when 
outcast Denis Cooverman (Paul Rust) 
uses his graduation speech to declare 
his feelings for head cheerleader Beth 
Cooper (Hayden Panettiere, the cheer- 
leader on “Heroes”). What follows is 
a madcap night— involving everyone 
from Denis’ potentially gay best friend 
to Beth’s angry military boyfriend— that 
finally allows Denis to get to know the 
real version of his fantasy girl. 

The buzz: Writer Larry Doyle’s (“The 
Simpsons”) novel of the same name is a 
smart, insightful nod to the lust, booze 
and awkwardness of the teenage experi- 
ence. Leaving this material in the hands 
of Chris Columbus (“Home Alone,” 
“Rent”), one of Hollywood’s least imagi- 
native directors, seems like an awfully 
good way to turn an honest, sometimes 


raunchy teen comedy into a bland, PG-13 
tale suitable for ABC Family 
The verdict: A caricature of teen life 
instead of an appreciation of it, the stilt- 
ed, airless “I Love You, Beth Cooper” 
rigidly adheres to the novel’s basics and 
loses all of the spunk, wit and complex- 
ity in translation. (Columbus and Doyle 
fast-forward through everything, giving 
no characters or experiences time to 
escalate or settle, and sucking the excite- 
ment out of what’s supposed to feel leg- 
endary) Denis comes off as obnoxious 
instead of endearingly insecure, and 
Panettiere doesn’t capture the reinforce- 
ment Beth gets from being adored. 
Overall, the movie on screen never 
comes close to the hilarious and relatable 
entertainment of the story playing in the 
reader’s mind.

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The gold standard 

Despite pot scandal, Michael Phelps’ popularity still up there

Nearly a year after his record Olympics, 
Michael Phelps still sells. 

Subway is banking on the swimmer’s tran- 
scendent popularity with the launch of the 
first commercials starring Phelps as its new 
pitchman. 

“In many ways, Michael breaks the mold,” 
said Tony Pace, the company’s chief market- 
ing officer. “Based on all the tracking we do, 
he’s still incredibly highly regarded and his 
performance is still something people talk 
about.” 

Phelps won eight gold medals at the 
Beijing Games, and Subway signed him to 
a deal not long afterward. The first ad rolled 


out last week to coincide with an event that 
usually doesn’t draw much attention: the 
U.S. national championships, which began 
Tuesday in Indianapolis. 

That meet, and the world championships 
later this month in Rome, are being tele- 
vised on NBC for the first time, a testament 
to Phelps’ appeal. 

“It’s becoming a more mainstream sport,” 
Phelps told The Associated Press during a 
telephone interview 

The Subway campaign also proves that 
Phelps’ popularity as an endorser sur- 
vived the publication of a photo showing 
him inhaling from a marijuana pipe last 
February 


‘As Michael himself was disappointed, 
so were we,” Pace said. “We didn’t think it 
was reflective of who he was and what he’s 
all about. We also thought because he was 
truly regretful, we thought he was going to 
be able to get beyond it.” 

Kellogg Co. dropped him almost imme- 
diately, but Subway stayed with him— even 
announcing it was doing so the day after 
he was suspended three months by USA 
Swimming. 

“It just showed they stood by my side 
and are going to support me through a lot,” 
Phelps said. “To be able to have someone 
like that who’s going to be there through 
thick and thin means the most to me.”

LAUDERDALE College students love their 
iPhones, BlackBerries and laptops. But when 
it comes to textbooks, it’s still a paper world. 

Even as students complain textbooks are 
bulky, expensive, quickly outdated and not 
Earth-friendly few are rushing for digital alter- 
natives. E-books make up only a small fraction 
of the textbook market because there still are 
too many downsides to using them, although 
that is changing. 

“What we’re finding is that students are not 
that comfortable with electronic media,” said 
Stacy Volnick, director of business services 
for Florida Atlantic University in Boca Raton. 
“They still like the idea of holding and feeling 
a book.”

Textbooks averaged $117 
per book for community 
college students and $127 
for university students, 
according to a 2008 study. 


But students 
and industry 
experts pre- 

dict once elec- 
tronic text- 

books become 
as user friendly 
as iTunes, the 
demand for e-books will increase. For now, 
there are too many drawbacks, including expi- 
ration dates, no resale value and an inability to 
write in the e-books. 

“Highlighting, underlining, taking notes, 
sticking a bookmark inside— those things 
need to be replicated” for e-books to be more 
successful, said James “JT” Thome, chief oper- 
ating officer for textbooks.com. 

Students like Jason Green, a senior at Nova 
Southeastern University, hope the change 
comes soon. 

“I think every resource in print should be 
accessible online, and every library should 
have an e-book copy,” said Green, 23. 

Green recently ordered a Kindle DX, the 
$489 amazon.com digital reader that has a 
screen big enough to view textbooks and news- 
papers. He said he is looking forward to put- 
ting all his books in one place. 

Five universities, including Arizona State 
and Princeton, are participating in a pilot 
program to distribute free Kindles in some 
classes. 

Proponents of paperless textbooks say the 
idea makes sense. 

Boris Bastidas, 20, a sophomore at FAU, said 
sometimes professors will make customized 
books of essays or court cases. They often cost 
$30 to $50, he said, and the bookstores won’t 
buy them back. He wonders why the informa- 
tion can’t just be uploaded.

Stewart tackles 
driver, owner tasks

Two Decembers ago, the notion of simulta- 
neously owning a NASCAR Sprint Cup team 
and driving for that team first intrigued Tony 
Stewart, Eight months later, on July lo, 2008, 
the vague idea took form at a news confer- 
ence at Chicagoland Speedway: the advent of 
Stewart-Haas Racing, one part team recalibra- 
tion, one part wholesale fresh start. 

Seven months after that, in the run-up to 
February's Daytona 500, that fresh start nearly 
spoiled. On a practice lap before the compan/s 
Daytona debut, Stewart’s No, 14 car blew a tire, 
Ryan Newman’s No, 39 car was right behind the 
carnage, which would not have been a big deal, 
except that the No, 39 was Stewart-Hass’ other 
car in the field. One practice lap collision, two 
primary cars wrecked. Red flag, indeed. 

Yet within 30 minutes, Stewart’s team had a 
replacement car out. By the end of the week- 
end’s rain-shortened Daytona 500, it had a 
Top 10 finish. 

With the Lifelock,com 400 in Joliet on 
Saturday, Stewart has the best ride going, driv- 
ing to the Cup points lead and driving some to 
distraction because of the sheer improbability 


of it all. 

But, really, this is no middling driver who 
started with nary a wrench in the tool box. The 
38 -year-old Stewart is a two-time Cup cham- 
pion who remade a lethargic but well-funded 
two-car operation. Still, Tony Stewart is not 
surprised that you are surprised at what Tony 
Stewart hath wrought, 

“No, not at all,” Stewart said, “Because we 
are too. We’re surprised that it happened this 
quickly,” 

He said this last week on a break from the 
kind of midsummer Florida swelter that fills 
your lungs with something like liquid air, back 
at Daytona for last Saturday’s Coke Zero 400, 
back at the same track where that February 
practice-lap crash and the ensuing recovery, in 
Stewart’s estimation, “made a statement that 
these guys are for real,” 

That was before Kyle Busch careened into 
the wall on the last lap and Stewart took home 
his second points victory of the season for Tony 
Stewart, In victory lane, Stewart lamented win- 
ning that way It was just another statement on 
2009: The year when Stewart takes on owner- 
driver double-duty and winning is what stresses 
him out the most, 

“Honestly, I thought it would be that way, 
too,” Stewart said, “I thought I would be five 
times more stressed out than I’ve ever been,”
